the  fen  m  of  the  word  in.  h.e.h  Geiman  was  Brauning,  an. 
in  low  German,  Bruning.  These  different  forms  of  this 
name  may  still  be  found  in  Germany. 

When  the  Brunings  migrated  from  Germany  to  En¬ 
gland.  the  A nglo-Saxons  changed  the  name  to  Brown 
■  n’.  as  being  the  Anglo-Saxon  form  of  the  word,  mu 
the  English  people,  liking  it  better,  called  them  Brow 
ings  instead  of  Brunings,  and  they  later  adopted  th 
name. 


1  he  word  Brunmg  pronubly  refers  to  the  people  oriu- 
inully  so  rail1''!.  The  word  “Bt-un”  means  “brown”  ami 
the  suffix  “ing”  means  “relate<l  to.”  The  word  “Bru. - 
:n;»”  would  thus  mean  “related  to  those  of  a  brown  c< 
or.”  Some  .wholars,  however,  say  that  the  suftix  “mg’ 
i.->  a  diminutive,  and  meams  “less”,  so  that  the  word 
“Briming”  would  mean  “less  brown  than  their  neigh¬ 
bors” 

The  B runings  originally  being  of  light  complexions, 
light  eves  and  light  hair  might  very  naturally  ha>e 
been  styled  “Brunings”  or  “less  brown  than  their  neigh¬ 
bors.”  Webster's  dictionary*  will  show  that  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  “ing”  means  “a  meadow  or  low  pasture  l*;nu  '•uch 
as  surrounded  the  shares  of  the  Baltic  Sea.”  As  the 


o 
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Brunings  originally  came  from  that  location,  the  word 
might  have  referred  to  them  as  inhabitants  of  the 
meadows  or  low  pasture  lands  in  the  northern  part  of 
Germany'.  Preponderance  of  uses  is  that  the  name  refers 
to  the  color  rather  than  to  the  location  from  which  they 
came. 

After  the  flo<xt,  Noah  and  his  wife  and  their  three 
sons  and  their  wives  were  the  only  living  persons  wn  > 
survived,  and  the  Bible  tells  us  that  Japheth  and  hi  ; 
descendants  went  to  the  land  where  the  Garden  of  Eden 
was  originally  located  between  the  rivers  Euphrates  and 
Tigris,  in  the  southern  part  of  Asia. 

The  descendants  of  Japheth  remained  there  and  became 
the  g'reat  Assyrian  nation.  In  after  ages  some  of  them 
journeyed  to  the  Westward,  crossing  the  Caucasian  Moun¬ 
tains  and  came  into  Europe.  They  advanced  along  the 
upper  shores  of  the  Black  Sea,  following  up  rivers  until 
tney  came  to  Germany  and  the  Baltic  sea.  Here  they 
settled  and  divided  into  many  tribes.  They  remained  theie 
many  centuries,  and  were  known  as  Belgiao,  Germanii. 
etc. 

The  Romans  conquered  many  of  the  tribes  who  were 
rear  to  Ttaly,  but  those  who  dwelt  in  the  extreme  north, 
they  never  overcame.  Among  the  most  northernly  tribes 
were  the  Go  Brunii,  or  He  Bruni,  afterward  known  as 
the  Primings,  w'ho  lived  on  the  shores  and  lowland's  of 
the  Baltic  Sea.  They  were  a  war-like  tribe,  and  afte^ 
the  decline  of  the  Roman  power,  and  the  Roman  soldiers 
were  recalled  from  Britain  back,  to  Rome,  the  ancient 
Britons  or  Celts  being  left  unprotected,  the  northern 
tribes  of  Germany  including  the  De  Bruni,  sailed  across 
to  Britain,  conquered  them  and  settled  in  their  lands.  This 
was  about  the  year  450,  A.  D. 

They  went  over  under  the  leadership  of  Horaa  and 
Hengist,  and  .settled  in  the  southern  part  of  England. 
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in  the  county  oi’  Rent',  where  they  remained  a  long  lime, 
and  were  absorbed  by  the  Anglo-Saxons  end  the  Ger¬ 
man  name  of  Pruning  was  changed  to  : l»e  Anglo-Sax  *n 
name  of  Browning.  From  southern  England  they  spread 
northward  into  Scotland,  Ireland  a  ml  Wales.  Some  of 
the  brownings  were  learned  in  the  professions,  hut  most 
of  them  followed  farming  and  agriculture. 

At  the  time  of  the  Reformation  in  the  Kith  centur  , 
when  men's  minds  were  greatly  excited  over  the  caus ' 
of  reform  in  the  church  and  when  the  Church  of  Ft.

Judge  Jonathan  Browning  was  the  son  of  Kdivumd  a/ id 
Sarah  Allen,  and  was  V>rn  Oct.  22,  1805  at  Brushy  f  oi  k 
of  Bledsoe  Creek,  near  Nashville,  Sumner  County,  Tenm 
la  his  youth  he  whs  steady,  industrious,  thoughtful  and 
devoted  to  the  acquisition  of  useful  knowledge. 

In  1824  he  moved  with  his  family  from  rJ  ennessee., 
locating  in  Adams  Counts,  Illinois,  where  he  invested 
largely  in  land,  and  earned  on  agricultural  pursuits  m 
connection  with  nis  trade,  gun  arm  blacksmith.  In  1842 
he  moved  to  Nauvoo,  he  having  previously  been  convert ed 
to  Mormonism.  Here  he  built  a  nice  two  story  luick  .osi- 
dence,  .vhich  :s  still  standing,  gunsmith  shop,  etc,  on 
Main  Street,  which  he  subsequently  left  without  a  cent  i 
remuneration,  emigrating  west,  in  184b  in  common  wuh 
the  general  Mormon  exodus  from  Nauvoo.  He  settled 
and  remained  in  Western  Iowa,  near  Council  Bluffs 
(then  called  Kam-sville)  vm  the  Missouri  bottoms,  dose 
to  the  little  village  (of  Indian  traders)  called  Sarpy's 
Point.  Here  he  engaged  in  the  manufacturing  guns,  a  ag¬ 
on  s,  etc.,  making  several  improvements  and  invention  >  in 
firearms.  He  also  carried  on  farming,  and  dCchuigt  • 
the  duties  of  magistrate,  which  office  he  had  previou-H 
held  m  the  slates  hi  had  left.

Arriving  in  Utah  Oct  2,  1852,  Jonathan  Browning  set¬ 
tled  in  Ogden,  where  he  ccmtip.ued  to  reside  until  tin 
time  of  his  demise.

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and  ecclesiastical  offices,  lie  also,  at  an  early  age  in  man¬ 
hood,  bet  ore  he  Withered  with  the  Mormon  people,  was 
a  representative  man  in  society,  he  having  been  a  jus¬ 
tice  of  the  peace  in  Summer  County,  Tennessee.  Soon  ni¬ 
ter  his  arrival  in  Ogden  lie  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Ogden  City  Council,  lie  also  held  the  various  positions 
of  justice  of  the  peace,  probate  judge  of  Weber  County, 
and  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  Utah.  In  all  his  oi- 
ficial  capacities  Jonathan  Browning  proved  himself  to  be 
a  man  of  honor,  truth  and  integrity.  As  one  of  the.  found¬ 
ers  of  the  city  he  did  much  in  developing  its  re  sou  ce  s 
and  business.  He  had  a  gum  and  blacksmith  shop,  where 
he  made  fine  guns  and  made  the  first  iron-roller  molasses 
mill  in  Ogden.  He  made  plows  and  all  mill  irons  tor  .saw¬ 
mills,  flour  nulls,  etc.,  and  erected  a  tannery,  grinding 
the  bark  and  tanning  the  hides  and  also  had  a  factory 
for  making  boots  and  shoes.  He  manufactured  nails  and 
many  other  articles  that  could  not  be  brought  from  the 
Missouri  River  by  teams.  He  did  as  much  as  any  other 
man  for  the  upbuilding  and  improving  of  Ogden  City  ami 
Weber  County. 

In  the  family  of  the  Browning's  there  seems  to  be  a 
large  vein  of  native  talent.  Edmund  Hi  owning,  the  fat), 
er  of  the  Judge,  ,e.is  a  fine  musician  in  his  day  (a  vie 
linist > ,  arid  Jonathan  was  a  cousin  of  the  late  Hon.  Or- 
ville  H.  Browning,  the  famous  lawyer  of  Quincy,  Illinois, 
ami  ex- secretary  of  the  interior,  and  he  was  also  a  cousin 
of  Doctor  Browning,  of  Nashville,  Tennessee. 

In  fine,  Jonathan  Breveting  was  very  respectably  con¬ 
nected  in  Illinois,  as  well  as  Tennessee,  and  was,  him¬ 
self.  all  his  lifetime,  called  Squire  or  Judge.  He  was 
a  prominent  man  among  his  fellow  citizens;  univer  all\ 
respected  and  an  untiring  advocate  of  tempei  aiu  e,  un¬ 
swerving  and  true  to  his  convictions  as  the  needle  to  the 
pole;  he  was  one  of  God’s  noblemen  -a  truly  honest  man, 
He  died  at  Ogden  City,  Utah,  June  21,  1879.  He  passed 
away  in  peace,  surrounded  by  lus  large  and  devoted  fam¬ 
ily,  on  whom  he  left  bis  blessing  and  fina1  larewell  in 
the  seventy-fourth  year  of  his  >ge..

In  consequence  of  the  difficulties  that  existed  among 
the  Indians,  there  were  no  settlers  this  side  of  Kqualit} 
until  the  year  180-1,  when  seven  brothers  by  the  name 
of  Jordan,  John  and  William  Urowning,  Joseph  Estes, 
and  a  man  by  the  name  of  Rarbrey,  a  brother-in-law  to 
tin*  Jordans,  from  Smith  ■  County,  Tenn.,  located  m  this 
county,  and  built  a  fort  and  block  house  where  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  Judg'e  William  Klstun  now  stands.  These  set  - 
tiers  were  all  related.

ceeded  in  raising  and  preventing  the  Indians  from  steal¬ 
ing.  While  these  earl}  .settlers  won  thus  fortified,  and 
in  the  year  1812,  Janus  Jordan  and  Mr.  Burhrey,  while 
out  of  the  fort  gathering  wood  were  fired  upon  by  th<* 
Italians.  Barbrey  was  killed  and  scalped.  James  .Iordan 
\as  wounded  in  the  leg.  After  obtaining  re-enforcements 
from  Frank  Jordan’s  fort,  which  was  then  located  in  what 
is  now  known  as  Williamson  County,  about  three  miles 
south  of  the  first  named  fort,  the  whites  started  in  pur¬ 
suit  ot  tin*  Indians,  and  followed  them  as  fa:*  as  the  Okaw 
Liver,  but  did  not  succeed  in  overtaking  them.  Barbrey 
was  buried  at  the  fort  and  las  grave  still  remains  nea 
the  resident e  of  Judge  William  Elstuti.  This  was  the 
'tarting  ot  the  first  graveyanl  in  Fianklm  (founts. 

I  he  Jordan  settlement  was  made  in  what  is  now  Case 
Township. 

John  Rro.vning  returned  to  Tenues  ee  in  180b,  and  came 
Lack  to  thi.  county  iia  !SUb,  and  lived  about  tv,  u  y  -ai  . 


in  Jordan's  fort.  About  thi<s  date  he  guarded  the  mad 
for  one  or  two  years,  between  Shawneetown  and  haskas- 
kia,  and  afterwards  assisted  the  government  surveyors  m 
the  survey  of  the  lands  of  the  county.  In  1820  he  located  on 
the  Browning  Hill  farm,  and  subsequently  feme*  pnmn- 
nent  Baptist  Minister,  and  died  June  Id,  1807.  James  k.  and 
William  R.  Browning,  twin  brothers,  and  sons  ot  John 
Browning  and  wife,  were  the  first  white  children  born  m 
the  county.  They  were  l*>rn  December  24,  1810,  m  the 
Jordan  fort.  As  pioneers  and  settlers,  few  did  rime  th.  i 
.John  Browning  and  his  wife.  Coming  here  in  180-1,  the, 
at  once  conimtticed  to  subdue  the  sod  and  raise  children, 
becoming  the  parents  of  eighteui  (three  sets  of  triplet, 
nine  children  at  three  births  and  twins  once.  I  xvo 
tho  triplets,  Joseph  and  Jonathan,  lived  to  be  middi 
aged  men,  and  raised  quite  large  families.
